COTTON BELT BE GIVEN RIGHT 


TO ABANDON 72 MILES OF LINE 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—<#)— 


An interstate commerce commis- 
sion examiner recommended today 
that the Stephenville North and 
South Texas Railway company, a 
subsidiary of the St. Louis South- 
western, be authorized to aban- 
don 72 miles of its railroad in 
Texas. 


The company wishes to aban- 


don 41 miles from Hamilton, Tex- 
as, to Stephenville, Texas, and 31 
miles from Edson, Texas to Co- 
manche, Texas. 


Protests against the abandon- 


ment were filed by the State of 
Texas, the Texas Railroad com- 
mission, the Waco Chambe* of 
Commerce and municipal and civ- 
il organizations at Comanche. The 
principal towns served by the two 
branches are Carlton, Alexander, 
Stephenville, Lamkln, G-ustine and 
Comanche. 


The railroad company claims the 
branches have failed to earn op- 
erating expenses. 
The examiner 


said that owing to use of motor 
trucks in the territory there Is 
no reasonable expectation of in- 
creased traffic In the future. 


"In justification of the proposed 


abandonment," Examiner Prichard

GOVERNMENT GOLD PRICE WAS 
ADVANCED FIVE CENTS MONDAY; 
TWO IMPORTANT DEVELOPMENTS

(Associated Press Staff Writer). 
WASHINGTON, Dec. lSi—(JP>— 
The government jumped its gold 
price to $34.06 an ounce today for 
the first upward movement since 
Dec. 1. 
The five-cent increase resumed 


the upward trend begun when a 
prico of $31.36 was fixed at the 
beginning of President Roosevelt's 
effort intended to boost commod- 
ity prices by raising gold values. 
It also was the first price in- 
crease since the disclosure of 
recent 
heavy 
gold 
purchases 


abroad, estimated to have exceed- 
ed $35,000,000. 
This foreign buying was believ- 
ed to have taken place during the 
December weeks that the domes- 
tic price has remained stationary. 
Whether the new increasn in the 
RFC's quotation 
represented 
a 
return of emphasis to the domes- 
tic price and a lessening of for- 
eign purchases could not be learn- 
ed officially. 
Bar gold was bringing $32.48 an 
ounce in Londay today on the ba- 
sis of sterling opening at $5.12 1-2 
to the pound. 
Apparently by coincidence, the 


new gold price increase followed 
two group statements relating to 
the countrys' monetary and fi- 
nancial condition. 


One was a study by the Brook- 
ings Instution, holding that the 
administration's 
gold purchasing 


plan can not be relied upon to 
bring higher price levels. It call- 
ed for a reconsideration of mon- 
etary policies in relation to eco- 
nomic recvery, arguing that mon- 
etary uncertainty "sooner or later 
leads to a deterioration of gov- 
ernment credit." 
The second development was a 
demand which would bring all ex- 
penditures, both ordinary 
and 
emergency, within receipts. 
The National Economy Leagun 
contended the 
present 
rate of 
spending would produce unsound 
money and estimated the govern- 
ment would close its fiscal year 
next June 30 with a $4,000,000,000 
deficit. 
Treasury officials, 
busw with 
preparations of the 1935 budget, 
had no Immediate comment on 
the league's petUiona 
to the 
White House. 
A mid-December 
statement of the treasury's condi- 
tion, however, showed a deficit 
close to the billion dollar mark 
and 
just about 
equalling the

HEARING OF OIL 


SUIT IN HOUSTON 


QUESTION OF JUDGE INDI- 


CATES CONTROL STEPS 


CONSIDERED ILLEGAL 


HOUSTON, Dec. 16.—W 


—A three-judge f e d.e r a 1 
court sitting here completed 
today its hearing of a suit 
attacking the validity of the 
present Texas oil proration 
order and the national pe- 
troleum code under the in- 
dustrial recovery act. 


The suit was brought by the 
Amazon Petroleum Company and 
several 
other East Texas oper- 


ators. They alleged that provis- 
ions of the 
national industrial 


recovery act authorizing the for- 
mulation of co 
j were Invalid 


and that federal agentu therefore 
should be enjoined from attempt- 
Ing to enforce violations' of the 
code. 


The plaintiffs charg 
that the 
state proration order 
was 
not 


based on the Texas law but was 
"dictated" to the State Railroad 
Commission by Harold I/. Ickes, 
secretary of the Interior. 


The court madj no announce- 


ment at conclusion of the argu- 
ments but attorneys pointed out 
that a decision usually is not 
given until two or three weeks 
after the end of the hearing. 


Charles E. Fahy, *lrst • assist- 


ant solicitor of the department 
of the interior, and Louis Titus 
of 
Washington, 
general counsel 


for the petroleum planning and 
co-ordinating committee, 
defend- 


ed the industrial recovery act. 


Affect* Interstate Commerce 
These attorneys said that acti- 


vities of the 
plaintiffs affected 


interstate commerce even though 
they were not directly engaged 
in Interstate commerce and*, that 
they therefore were subject 
to 


federal 
regulation. 
They 
also 


contended that congress' delega- 
tion of power to the 
President 


to formulate codes was a proper 
delegation. 


Circuit Judge Joseph C. Hutch- 


eson, presiding, wanted to know 
how far the government planned 
to go in alleging 'that activities 
affected Interstate commerce. He 
pointed 
out 
that "this court" 


previously had held that the pro- 
duction of oil was not an Inter- 
state activity. Titus replied that 
production of excess oil neverthe- 
less affected intersfat- commerce. 
While Fahy was discussing the 


government's requirement that "11 
men file 
certain reports about 


whether the oil they handled was 
produced 
legally 
Judge 
Hutch- 


eson remarked that he did not 
believe the time had arrived that 
"the Amerlfxin citizen had to con- 
stitute himself as a sort of secret 
police." 
"Even In the prohibition era, 


when things got pretty strong, 
you didn't go that far," he said. 


At another 
time when Fahy 


was making additional arguments 
in an attempt I 
show that the 


plaintiffs were subject to federal 
regulation, Judge Hutcheson re- 
marked that "If the sovereignty 
of Texas is gon« and we're no 
longer a sovereign state of the 
union but a branch of the de- 
partment of Interior, you may be 
right." 
Under questioning by 
Judge 


Randolph Bryant, Fahy admitted 
that if the Texas oil production 
fixed by the state railroad com- 
mission conflicted wit'., that al- 
located by Secretar 
Ickes, then 


he believed that Secretary Icken' 
allocations would prevail.

BLUE EAGLE WILL 


CONTINUE TO RY 


AFTERJANUARY I

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16— W)— 
NRA's blue eagle will continue to 
fly after Dec. 31, and a program 
soon will be announced to extend 
the 
president's 
re-employment 


agreement for the trades and In- 
dustries which do not have codes 
in effect on that day. 
The blue eagle agreements were 
sent out in August. Millions of 
business men signed their names 
in a promise to comply with the 
higher wage, shorter hours re- 
quirements until the last day of 
the year when the agreement ex- 
pires. They promlsd also to help 
get their trades 
organized 
for 


code purposes. 
Today, many of those business 
men are under permanent codes. 
Thousands more probably will be 
by the end 
of the year. 
But 


there will remain a residum of 
uncoded industries, groups 
with 
codes pending but not approved, 
or not even in formulation. 
The administration has no in- 
tention of letting these slip away 
from the re-employment rally for 
a possible new competitive reduc- 
tion of wages. Further, and de- 
spite the "chiseling" going on, for 
which blue eagles now are being 
ordered down daily, officials in- 
sist the emblem of co-operation 
has real trade value. 
They cite as evidence two prin- 
cipal recent occurrences: 
A big 
candy store chain was deprived of 
the eagle for paying waitresses 
hardly more than half the requir- 
ed rate. 
It appealed for rein- 
statement the same day, and la- 
ter agreed to pay back wages to 
all hands for a month. 
Before 
the eagle was ordered down from 
the store of a "chlseler" in a 
small eastern city, more than 1,- 
000 people signed a petition ask- 
ing that the merchant be discip- 
lined. 


Half a dozen smaller merchants 
who had been deprived 
of the 
sign v/ent to great lengths to get 
it back again. 


The plan for continuance It not 
yet clearly formed. The simplest 
method is to proclaim, by regula- 
tion 
and public 
announcement, 
that continued display binds the 
employer to stick to the agree- 
ment terms, either until his code 
becoms effective or for a period 
fixed by the president. 


An appeal to all employers 
to 
continue, and to the public to 
keep "buying under the blue ea- 
gle," would accompany this.
